St. John’s Cathedral was in the 
nature ‘of a farewell to tha 
Bishop and was featured by a 
bilingual ritual in the English 
and Chinese languages, and a 
farewell sermon: preached by His 
Lordship.

St. Andrew's ‘where the service 
was relaved), were closed.

Bishop's Address. 


Taling as his text 1 Corinthiang 
10: 38. “God da faithful,” the 
Bishop: in his farewell naddrens 
anid: 


“Fowant  tovapenk to you this 
morning about God's faithfulness, 
of Christ's life asa pledge of this, 
and of our lives as meant to be 
sacraments--evidences—to — others 
of God's loving kindness—for the 
love of God becomes real to man and 
it is expreased through men. 


For nearly twelve years I have 
been your bishop,” and now the 
time has come for my farewell 
sermon. J want to thank you for 
many kindnesses, by the way, and 
above all, to hdmbly thank God

Before long, we should have 
some inkling as to haw the World 
Disarmament © Conference. at 
Geneva js progressing. — Various 
sub-committees have ‘been entrust- 
ed with specific issues, and they 
should soon be presenting their 
reports. There can be no disput- 
ing the point that disarmament i+ 
an essential element in the pro- 
xress towards world peace, The 
present-day = omac inery for the 
pacific settlement of international 
disputes. the Pact of aris, the 
Covenant of the League of 
Nations, the Washington treaties, 
and so forth, are all “contractiunl” 
obligations, That is to say, they 
depend upon the honour of the 
signatories for their observanec. 
There is no effective 
behind them, If the nations con- 
tinue, despite the treaties, to 
maintain gigantic armaments, it 
Will be a proof that they do not, 
‘in fact, believe in the effency of 
the treaties and rely upon war and 
hot upon peaceful procedure

ANOTHER BRUTAL | 
MURDER. 


YOUNG CHINESE KILLED . 
AT SHAMSHUIPO. 


‘A brutal murder was brought to 
Nght in the carly hours of yester- 
day morning. Entering a vacant 
Joor at 68 Laichikek Road, Sham- 
shuipo, relatives of n young Chi- 
nese who had been missing since 
the previous day, found his dead 
body. A number of’ injuries, ap- 
parently inflicted with a heavy 
instrument, revealed that he had 
been-done to death ina most cruel 
manner. The body was tnken to 
the Morgue by the Police on thelr 
taking charge of the case. 


On Saturday morning, Chiu 
Tat-shing, the murdered youth, 
had been sent by his mother, who 
is the owner of considerable 
shouse property, to collect rents 
which fell due that day at Hung- 
hom and Shamshuipo. Leaving his 
home at Third Street, he appears 
to have called firat at No. 56, Lai- 
chikok Road, and then proceeded 
to an adjoining house included in 
the property at No. 68. Here the 
trail ended. 


Mother's Anxiety. 


An anxious mother, who had fret- 
ted over the Jong absence of her 
son, in the early hours of yester- 
day morning, crossed Lhe harbour 
and proceeded to the house of Mr. 
Tsang Tro-ting, a building con- 
tractor, situnted on a new building 
Iqt at Chathan Rond. She was in- 
formed that the missing Jad had 
not been seen there. 


By this time, thoroughly ularm- 
ed, the lady accompanied by the 
contractor, — went. to Shamshuipo 
Road, and finally sroings to No. 68. 
Laichilkok- Rond, inquired from the 
first floor tenants. 


She was told that the youth had 
enlled there the previous evening 
and after collecting the rent had 
left. The tenants were not sure 
where he went to then, but short- 
ly afterwards, (the tenants declar- 
ed) they heard sounds as of a 
struggle or fight jusuing from, the 
upper floor. After a while these 
sounds ceased, and it did not oc- 
cur to them that the row (what- 
ever it might have been) wns of a 
nature calling for their closer in- 
vestigation. 


Finding of the Body. 


On hearing the story, the Indy 
necompanied by the contractor de- 
cided to make an investigation of 
the upper floor where she knew 
her son must have gone, since it 
wae included in her rent-roll. 
Her worst fears were confirmed 
when on pushing up @ trap-dour 
aver the staircase, she found the 
body of the missing Ind on the 
floor. 


The place wag devoid of any fur- 
niture, except for a trestle bed, 
and there was no evidence of its 
having been at nil furnished, al- 
though known to have been oc- 
cupied by at Jeast three men.
